STEERING ROb BREAKS 
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One man was killed and another fa- 
tally injured Saturday night when the 
automobile in which they were riding 
turned over in a ditch on the road 
near Qrass Lake. "William B. Bell, 10 G 
South California avenue, Chicago, Is 
dead from a fracture of the skull 
and the; driver of the car, Peter 
Altkon, -4002 West Twenty-sixth 
street, Chicago, is suffering from in* 
juries to his shoulder and arms. 

Aitkon told hoBpital officials that 
ho and Bell were on their way to 
Grass . Lake when their car was 
stalled. Another autoist agreed to 
tow them toward their destination. 
After somo distance had been covered 
along the road the engine of Aitken's 
car responded to his efforts and he 
waB able to drive without the car 
ahead. 

After traveling for some time "un- 
der its own power the car suddenly 
balked, the steering rod became twist- 
ed and the car careened into the ditch 
•at the side of the road. Both were 
pinned beneath the wreckage and 
were assisted from the ruins by pass- 
ing autolsts who carried them to the 
.hospital. Bell was unconscious when 
taken to the hospital and died 24 
.hours after reaching the hospital. 

His companion., however, waB able 
.to give an explanation of the accident,

• ThlB year's Lake County fair foil 
less than $2,000 short of being a pay- 
ing attraction, according to figures 
made public following a meeting of 
the board of directors at Liberty vtU& 
In addition it wa.s notnted ou t that 
there roiuttllia -H-.Q00 in collectable 
bills which will reduce the deficit 'to 
less than than $1,00.0. 

Wliiie Only meager" Statistics were 
available, it wafl said that $13,800 
was taken in at the gate. The re- 
malnder of the fair's revenue was ob- 
tained from tho grand stand and con- 
cessions. 

• Next year's fair may be a three 
day cltraction instead of a live day 
fair, it was hinted at the meeting. 
President Woodin, it is understood, is 
fostering tho three-day fair plan in 
order to juit the event on'a paying 
basis. He points out that two days 
each year are losing days, while the 
other three always attract big crowds 
and pay out. 



•Since the Religious Education move-

Particu- 
larly, it appears clear from history 
that tne only agency which has been 
able to develop and steadily maintain 
for any long period, In the past, a 
profound conviction and a firm adher- 
ence to the principles of genuine re- 
ligion has been the agency of persis- 
tent instruction of the young.

The definite outlook is that this is 
very soon to be the greatest, most 
outstanding movement in America; It 
is now occupylrig the foremost place 
in the thought of all the churches. 
Practically all our greatet tatesmen 
are not only favorling, but urging it. 
School authorities in every field of 
education . are vleing with the most 
enthusiatlc churchmen in enthusiastic 
efforts to get it in operation and bring 
it to higher perfection. There is no 
other movement In America today 
which is claiming so much of the 
thought of the most earnest and 
thoughtful people. And .the reason is 
that something must be done to save 
our people, our nation and our civiliz- 
ation, and thorough investigation has

Exhausted after experiencing con- 
siderable trouble on his trip from Chi* 
cago to Fox Lake, -Philip H. Davies, 
44 years old, Chicago, dropped dead 
at the wheel of his car in the Lake 
Villa road near Lake Villa- at 12:30 
o'clock Sunday morning.

Help arrived from Lake Villa and 
the car was taken to that city. Ex- 
examination of the body was made 
and the verdict of the examining phy- 
sician was that Davies had died of 
heart disease. The violent exercise of 
starting the car had caused him to 
become weakened, It was held.

British Official Announces Turkjsh

Constantinople, Sept. 25. — Hani Id 
Bey, representative of the Angora 
government In Constantinople, de- 
clared the allied Invitation to the 
peace conference could not be accept- 
ed by the Turkish nationalists on the 
terms laid down. 

"We cannot accept the allied terms 
because they propose, to demilitarize 
the Sea of Marmora and purt of 
Thrace, which would prevent us from 
bringing our troops from Asia to Eu- 
rope," said Humid In a statement to 
the correspondent. "Neither can wo 
ncccpt literally, the condition that our 
Hrmy shall not advance while the 
pence conference Is progressing." 

The British olllclnls announce thnt 
« .Turkish force of 1,100 cavalry which 
crossed the neutral zone at Chanak 
Saturday night has retired on Balmm- 
jak following a meeting between the 
commanders of the Turkish und Brit- 
ish forces. 

No shoti) were fired. The Turks 
retired under white Hag.

Passage of the adjournment reso- 
lution In the senate was marked by a 
brief thrust by Senator Elurrlson 
(Dem., Miss.) at the Republicans, the 
Mississippi senator declaring tlict the 
session "ended as the most reactionary 
congress, since the time, of Aldrlcb and 
the most subservient to executive dic- 
tation since the days of Roosevelt." 

One of the last acts of the two 
houses was passage of the deficiency 
bill carrying a total of 32,48-1,210, In- 
cluding $200,000 for relief of Ameri- 
cans In* Smyrna. 

Passage of the permanent tariff re- 
vision and the soldier bonus bill— the 
latter, falling because of the Presi- 
dent's veto— probably were the chief 
features of the session which began 
December 5 last. It' was the first regu- 
lar session df congress since the in- 
auguration of the Harding administra- 
tion, a special session being called in 
the spring of 1021. The Washington 
conference on limitation of urmament 
and Fur Eastern questions, and the 
railroad and coal strikes, however, 
gave congress new and unexpected 
problems to deal with. 

The naval limitation and a half- 
dozen other conference treaties were 
ratified by the senate last March after 
weeks of debute had. delayed other 
legislation, and about as many weeks 
were required for conferences and 
legislation growing out of the two 
strikes— the federal coal commission 
nnd coul regulation and distribution 
bills. 

Scores of other new laws were made 
and a dozen regular and several spe- 
cial appropriation bills, carrying up- 
ward of $2,250,000,000, passed, the 
first under the new budget system and 
the reorganized congressional, appro- 
priation committees. 

The session was marked by three 
personal' addresses by President Hard- 
ing at Joint sessions, one opening tho 
session, another one on merchant ma- 
rine legislation and a third on the 
Industrial situation. 

Other notable features of the session 
Included the seating of Senator New- 
. berry (Rep., Mich.) by the senate Jan- 
uary 12, -the recent attempt by Repre- 
sentative Keller (Rep., Minn.) to im- 
peach Attorney General Dnugherty 
confirmation by the senate of ambassa- 
dors und ministers to Germany, Aus- 
tria and Hungary; confirmation of. ex- 
Senator Sutherland of Utah as. a 
justice of the Supreme court to suc- 
ceed Justice Clarke, resigned; deaths

"There are two things to remember 
In feeding dairy calves," says B. A. 
Hanson, dairy specialist with the. agri- 
cultural, extension division of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. "Tho feed must 
make them grow and must supply" 
flesh-bulldlng material so they will be 
In good condition. 

Growing feeds, he says t consist of 
skim milk, clover hay, oats, bran nnd 
oil meal. The fattening feeds are 
corn, barley and oil meal. For calves 
under six months old in goad condi- 
tion and having a soft,' mellow hide 
a mixture of 30 pounds ground corn, 
BO pounds ground oats,' 30 pounds 
bran nnd 10 pounds oil meal, fed three 
to five pounds daily, is recommended 
by Mr. Hanson. A mixture of 30 
pounds ground corn, 20 pounds ground 
barley, 40 pounds ground oats and 10 
pounds oil meal, also fed at the rate 
of from three to five pounds a day, is 
advised for calves In poor condition. 

"Snlt Improves the calf s appetite, 
so keep a box with clean snlt In. shel- 
tered place where the calf may eat of. 
It freely," Mr. Hanson advises. "Pro- 
vide nil the good clover or alfalfa hay 
the calf will eat up clean. Never al- 
low the calves or yearlings to run with 
the herd."! 



The letters you have been printing 
about gold seekers In the Far West re- 
cull the following Incident of copper 
mining in Montana, writes a corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald. 

Day ufter day about 20 years ugo a 
rickety old open wagon, drawn by a 
has-been horse, used to. venture out 
from Anaconda and garner rags, bot- 
tles, sacks and old iron. One day, 
on its return to town, a hind wheel 
wabbled off as the vehicle was cross- 
ing a culvert, and wheel and load slid 
down Into a greenish-looking little riv- 
ulet that passed under Che culvert. 
The junk dealer recovered the wheel 
and drove on sudly- into Ana- 
conda. But, being Jhrlf ty, lie went 
back one duy to salvage the old iron> 
perhaps a whole dollar's worth. This 
he fished out. of the little stream. 

He found that every horseshoe, 
every stove lid, every old broken tool 
that he clawed out of the shallow 
water was thickly coated with copper. 
. He kept his mouth shut and in town 
he melted off that pure copper, for 
the greenish stream was an outflow 
of waste water from the greut Ana- 
conda smelter, where copper ww 
melted out of the rocky ore of that re- 
gion. 

Regularly, long after nightfall, tho 
Junk dealer used to go out on that 
road with a load of old iron and dump 
It into the greenish stream on this or 
that side of the culvert und fish out a 
loud earlier deposited. 

The copper company detectives be- 
gan reporting mysterious high-grade 
shipments of pure copper from Ana- 
conda, but no direct thefts" could be 
•discovered. Not an employee could 
be caught red-handed. Finally the 
Junk dealer's nocturnal trips came 
under suspicion und he was watched 
and his secret discovered, but not be- 
fore he had realized a total of about 
$34,000 In melting off pure copper 
from the deposits on his loads of Junk 
iron. The company sought to enjoin 
him, sought to recover the values he 
had secured, but the court held that 
It was waste water In a public high- 
way, 'and die lucky Junk dealer wal 
well within his rights. 

And the lesson was worth more than 
the lost value to the copper company,' 
for it resulted In a catchment dam be- 
ing built Inside the company's fence, 
where scrap Iron was used to recover 
copper values that long- before hud 
been running to . waste. Accidents

Lost- Ambition to Own Their 

Own Homes, 

Is home owning a lost .ambition? _ 
Arp we becoming a nation jxJtcllff 
dwellers and renters? Not'lf we put 
faith In the figures compiled by the 
lately established bureau of housing 
.of the Department of Commerce. 

Of the 08 cities of more than 100,000 
population but 20 show a loss in per- 
centage of homes owned between 1010- 
und 1020 (the figures are from the . 
census bureau) and the losses are 
more than offset by the gains of. the 
other 48. Of the 20 where losses were 
recorded, four— Detroit, Cleveland, St. 
Louis and Los Angeels— are In the 
first ten cities of population. 

-Although in New York more homes 
are owned than in any other city the 
percentage is the lowest; but 12.7, yet 
even here the percentage has grown 
from 11.7 In 1010 and 12.1 in 1900. 
Manhattan presents the most striking 
situation. With, more than a. half a 
million homes, less thnn 11,000 were 
owned, little more than 2 per cent. 

If home owning be a form of civic 
virtue, then Dos Moines may gather 
her chaste skirts about her as painted 
Manhattan passes, for the Iowa para- 
gon among cities shows a percentage 
of home ownership of 51.2, a growth • 
from 45.0 per cent In 1010 and 28.5 In 
1000. la only one other commu-

Certificate of Improved Design for 

Recognition of Good Work In 

Improving Stock. 

A new emblem of Improved design 
for recognition of good work in Im- 
proving live stock .Is ready for dis- 
tribution by the bureau of animal in- 
dustry of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The certificate, 
which measures 8% by 10% Inches, 
resembles a steel engraving and Is 
suitable for framing. 

A person holding nn old emblem 
and desiring to exchange it for n new 
one may do so by returning the old 
one to the burenu of animal Industry. 
About 7,800 of the old emblems have 
been Issued to breeders and others 
working with the department In Im- 
proving the utility value of farm ani- 
mals, reducing the number of runts, 
and In Vjtlier ways benefiting the live 
stock of the country. 



War on Insects. 
The Indlcntlons nre thnt n great bat- 
tle Is to be waged soon between man- 
kind and the insect army. There Is 
nothing which hns n greater potential- 
ity for destruction than Insects. There 
are 5,000,000 different kinds of Insects 
and nearly all of them are bent In the 
line of destroying food and other mate- 
rials of value to man. They cause ten 
times more damage than fire, and ac- 
cording to the Departmnet of Agricul- 
ture, the annual tax Imposed by Insects 
Is greaFer thnn prewar expenditures of 
the United States. The Hessian fly 
destroys from 10 to 50 per cent of the 
grain sowings amounting to $75,000,- 
000. The Mexican chinch bug eats up 
$3,000,000 worth of corn In this coun- 
try' n n ( l some worms are responsible 
for damage to com amounting to three 
times that sum. The annual cotton 
loss is $85,000,000 nnd tho damage to 
live stock Is considerable. The pecu- 
liar feature of this Is that although 
man has for years been studying the 
insects with the thought of preventing 
their ravages, their inroads are con- 
stantly Increasing. 



LET GROUNDS HAVE PURPOSE 

Plants and Foliage Should Be De- 
signed to Emphasize Dominant 
Points of the House. 

For a colonial house the good, old- 
fashioned plants should be used : box, 
Hlncs, syrlngas and snowberrles, as 
shrubs; grapes, wistaria and wood- 
bine, as vines, or English Ivy against 
brick. Use them not in the meaning- 
less mnsses so popular In modern 
planting, but simply, with the severity 
and restraint that are- characteristic 
of the colonial period. ~The planting 
should emphasize the dominant points 
of the house. Frame the "entrance 
with clump of lilacs, or more formally 
with round bushes of box. Use vines, 
not to cover the whole house, unless 
the house Is so ugly that It must be 
covered, but to soften a hard line, to 
accentuate the beauty of a chimney, 
to make a. porch part of the house, to^ 
lend color and texture to a wall. 

"Last fall I saw an old brick house 
at the edge of town, half covered with 
English Ivy, nnd with a flame of wood- 
bine running to the roof," says the 
writer of this article in House Beau- 
tiful. "Great leafless clumps of snow- 
berry on either side of the door still 
held their plump berries, beautifully 
white against the red of the brick. 
That was all the planting, but It was 
a picture that has remained with me.*

**There are two things to remember 
In' feeding dairy calves," says B. A. 
Hanson, dairy specialist with the agri- 
cultural, extension division of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. "The feed must 
make them grow and must supply' 
flesh-building material so they will be 
In good condition. 

Growing feedB, he says, consist of 
skim milk, clover hay, oats; bran and 
oil meal. The fattening feeds are 
corn, barley and oil menl. For calves 
under six months old In good condi- 
tion and having a soft, mellow hide 
a mixture of 80 pounds ground corn, 
BO pounds ground outs, ' 30 pounds 
bran and 10 pounds oil meal, fed three 
to Ave pounds dally, Is recommended 
by Mr. Hanson. A mixture of 30 
pounds ground corn, 20 pounds ground 
barley, 40 pounds ground oats and 10 
pounds oil meal, also fed at the rate 
of from three to five pounds a day, Is 
advised for calves In poor condition. 

"Salt Improves the cnlfs appetite, 
eo keep a box with clean salt In shel- 
tered place where the calf may eat ot, 
It freely," Mr. Hanson advises. ."Pro- 
vide nil the good clover or alfalfa hay 
the calf will eat up clean. Never al- 
low the calves or yearlings to run with 
the herd."/ 



Negligence of Authorities of Great 
Copper Mine Gave Him His Op- 
portunity, and He'" Took' It 

The letters you have been printing 
about gold seekers In the Far West re- 
cull the following Incident of copper 
mining In Montana, writes a corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald. 

Day ufter duy about 20 years ago a 
rickety old open wagon, drawn by a 
has-been horse, used to venture out 
from Anaconda and garner rags, bot- 
tles, sacks and old Iron. One duy, 
on Its return to town, a hind wheel 
wabbled oflf as the vehicle was cross- 
ing a culvert, and wheel and loud slid 
down into u greenish-looking little riv- 
ulet that passed under Che culvert 
Tiie Junk dealer recovered the wheel 
and drove on sadly- Into Ana- 
conda. But, helng Jhrlfty, he went 
back one duy to salvage the old Iron, 
perhaps a whole dollar's worth. This 
he fished out of the little stream. 

He found that every horseshoe, 
every stove lid, every old broken tool 
that he clawed out of the shallow 
water was thickly coated with copper. 
He kept his mouth shut and In town 
he melted off that pure copper, for 
the greenish stream was un outflow 
of waste water from the great Ana- 
conda smelter, where copper was 
melted out of the rocky ore of that re- 
gion. 

Hcgularly, long after nightfall, tho 
junk dealer used to go out on that 
road with a load of old Iron and dump 
it Into the greenish stream on this or 
that side of the culvert und fish out a 
load earlier deposited. 

The copper company detectives be- 
gan reporting mysterious high-grade 
shipments of pure copper from Ana- 
conda, but no direct thefts" could be 
discovered. Not an employee could 
be caught red-hunded. Finally the 
Junk dealer's nocturnal trips came 
under suspicion and he was watched 
and his Fecret discovered, but not be- 
fore he hud realized a total of about 
$34,000 In melting off pure copper 
from the deposits on his loads of Junk 
Iron. The company sought to enjoin 
him, sought to recover the values he 
had secured, but the court held that 
It was waste water In a public high- 
way, and the lucky junk dealer wal 
well within his rights. 

And the lesson was worth more than 
the lost value to the copper company,' 
for It resulted In a catchment dam be- 
ing built Inside the company's fence, 
where scrap Iron was used to recover 
copper values thnt long before had 
been ' running to . waste. Accidents

NOT A NATION OF RENTERS 

People of Country Have by No "'Means, 
tost Ambition to Own T"helr 
Own Homes^ 

Is home owning a lost 'ainblUon? 
Are we becoming a nation juOL^cIiff 
dwellers and renters? Not'if we put 
faith In the figures compiled by the 
lately established bureau of housing 
of the Department of Commerce. 

Of the 08 cities of more than 100,000 
population but 20 show n loss In per- 
centage of homes owned between. 1010. 
and 1020 (the figures are from the 
census bureau) and the losses are 
more than offset by the gains of. the . 
other 48. Of the 20 where losses were 
recorded, four— Detroit, Cleveland, St. 
Louis and Los Angecls — are In the 
first ten cities of population. 

-Although In New York more homes 
are owned than In any other city the 
percentage is the lowest, but 12.7, yet 
even here the percentuge has grown 
from 11.7 In 1910 and 12.1 in 1000. 
Manhattan presents the most striking 
situation. With, more than a half a 
million homes, less than 11,000 were 
owned, little more than 2 per cent. 

If home owning be a form of civic 
virtue, then Des Moines may gather 
her chaste skirts about her as painted 
Mnnhattan passes, for the Iowa para- 
gon among cities shows a percentage 
of home ownership of 51.2, a growth - 
from 45.0 per cent In 1910 and 28.5 In 
1900. In only one other commu- 
nity of more than 100,000 Inhabitants 
are half the homes owned, and that Is 
Grand Rapids, Mich.— The Nation's 
Business.

Certificate of Improved Design for 

Recognition of Good Work in 

Improving Stock. 

A new emblem of Improved design 
for recognition of good work In Im- 
proving live stock Is rendy for dis- 
tribution by the bureau of animal In* 
dustry of tho United States" Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The certlilcate, 
which measures 8% by 10% Inches, 
resembles a steel engraving und Is 
suitable for framing. 

A person holding an old emblem 
and desiring to exchange It for n new 
one may do so by returning the old 
one to the bureau of animal Industry. 
About 7,800 of tho old emblems have 
been Issued to breeders and others 
working with the department In Im- 
proving the utility value of farm ani- 
mals, reducing the number of runts, 
and In Vjtlier ways benefiting the live 
Stock of the country. 



War on Insects. 
The Indications are that a great hat- 
tie Is to be waged soon between man- 
kind and the Insect army. There Is 
nothing which has n greater potential- 
ity for' destruction than Insects. There 
are 5,000,000 different kinds of insects 
and nearly all of them are bent In the 
line of destroying food and other mate- 
rials of value to man. They cause ten 
times more damage than lire, and ac- 
cording to the Depnrtmnet of Agricul- 
ture, the annual tax imposed by Insects 
Is greaFer than prewar expenditures of 
the United States. The Hessian fly 
destroys from 10 to 50 per cent of the 
grnln sowings amounting to $75,000,- 
000. The Mexican chinch bug eats up 
$3,000,000 worth of corn in this coun- 
try' nnd some worms are responsible 
for damage to corn amounting to three 
times that sum. The annual cotton 
loss Is $85,000,000 and the damage to 
live stock is considerable. The pecu- 
liar feature of this is that although 
man has for years been studying the 
Insects with the thought of preventing 
their ravages, their Inroads are con- 
stantly Increasing. 



Plants and Foliage Should Be De- 
signed to Emphasize Dominant 
Points of the House. 

For a colonial house the good, old- 
fashioned plnnts should be used: box, 
lilacs, syrlngas nnd snowberrles, as 
shrubs; grapes, wistaria and wood- 
bine, as vines, or English Ivy against 
brick. Use them not In the meaning- 
less mnsses so popular In modern • 
planting, but simply, with the severity 
and restraint that are characteristic 
of the colonlnl period. The planting 
should emphasize the dominant points 
of the house. Frame the "entrance 
with clump of lilacs, or more formally 
with round bushes of box. Use vines, 
not to cover the whole house, unless 
the house is so ugly that It must be 
covered, but to soften a hard line, to 
accentuate the beauty of a chimney, 
to make o. porch part of the house, to 
lend color and texture to a wall. 

"Last fall I saw an old brick house 
at the edge of town, half covered with 
English Ivy, and with a flame of wood- 
bine running to the roof," says the 
writer of this article In House Beau- 
tiful, "Great leafless clumps of snow- 
berry on either side of the door still 
held their plump' berries, beautifully 
white against the red of the brick. 
That was all the planting, but it was 
a picture that has remained with me."

At Litchfield tho public water supi 
ply is positively unfit for domestic 
use.

At Aurora, it seems to bo a case of 
too much vacation without due regard 
for sanitary surroundings. The Au- 
rora Star says: "A few typhoid germs 
have come into Aurora by means of 
visitors and of persons who, while 
away on vacations, drank impure 
water. The city laboratory is making 
tests of the blood of suspects, though 
it is said only two pronounced cases 
have developed." 

"In trying to locate the source of a 
caso or cases," said Dr. S. S. Winner 
in the July Health News, "we must 
bear in mind that there is always a 
human offender somewhere along the 
chain of cases, and I say a chain of 
cases because there are always cases 



ically supplying the polluted material. 

"Tills is true especially of wells. 
The typhoid bacillus is not viable for 
any extended period in water and con- 
stant pollution is necessary to render 
tho well a continuous menace. 

"In tho fight against typhoid fever, 
we must keep constantly before '"us 
tho five essentials that make for 
eradication of preventabale diseases: 

1. An adequate and efficient health 
administration. 

2. Safe (pasteurized) milk. 

3. Safe and adequate water supply. 

4. Proper disposal of sewerage. 

5. Medical and nursing school in- 
spections. 

"Whenever you find typhoid or sus- 
pected typhoid, quarantine immediate- 
ly In accordance with state rules and 
regulations; vaccinate all contacts 
(free vaccine Is furnished by the 
state); see that proper disposal of 
excreta is made; screen against flies 
and look for the source— the human 
equation In the vicious circle."

ENEMIES OF CATTLE DIPPING 
HELP REPAIR DAMAGED VATS 
Wanton destruction of cattle-dip- 
ping vats In Echols county, Ga., early 
in tho summer, interrupted systematic 
' tick eradication there only temporar- 
ily, according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture. As events 
turned out, many persons who op- 
posed the dipping of cattle are now 
enraged in repairing the vats and In 
witling now ones so that their cat- 
era can be dipped regularly and con- 
veniently at points near their homes. 
Although the destruction of vats by 
a lawless element was • given wide 
publicity throughout th'o country, rec- 
ords of* the* Department of Agriculture 
show that during the month of Aug- 
ust practically all the cattle In Echols 
county were dipped under federal or 
state supervision. 

t Most opposition to tho eradictlon of 
cattle ticks results from unfamlllarlty 
with' the purpose and benefits of the 
work or from unwillingness to receive 
Information on the subject.* More 
15 years of experience in conducting 
systematic dippings has enabled the 
Department of Agriculture to meet all 
situations. and opposition encountered 
up to tho present time. The usual ed- 
ucational work Is generally effective, 
but additional persuasion combined 
with law enforcement is at times nec- 
essary.

GROUND GRAIN NEEDED PART 
OF RATION FOR LAYING HENS 

A mash composed of ground grains 
or their by-products and some form 
of animal protein is an essential part 
of a ration for both growing chickens 
and laying hens. The reason Is that 
birds putting on growth or producing 
eggs can not assimilate enough nutri- 
ment from whole or cracked grains to 
supply tho maximum need. When the 
grain is ground, says "the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
little work Is required of the gizzard, 
and much more of the feed can be 
used in making flesh or eggs. 

The scratch grain part of the ra- 
tion, however, is needed to give the 
gizzard something to do in order to 
keep tho birds In health. For laying 
hens the scratch grain' thrown In the 
litter provides an Incentive to needed 
•exorcise. 

' It was onco thought that the mash 
should bo fod wet to produce tho best 
results, but experiments have proved 
that in spite of tho slightly better 
palatablllty of the wet feed, the con- 
venience of feeding It dry overbal- 
ances any slight gain In production. 
Feeding it dry is now the usual meth- 
od. Digestibility is not increased by 
wotting. 

Tho principal objection to the wet 
mash is that it requires too much 
labor. It must bo moistened, then car- 
ried to tho 'hens' onco a day, and the 
troughs must bo cleaned after each 
feeding. Cleanliness Is absolutely es- 
sential, becau.se indigestion and diar- 
rhea will result from feeding in dirty 
troughs. On tho other hand, the dry 
mnsh hopper may bo- filled onco a 
week or even less frequently, and 
needs no further attention. Hens do 
not overeat of dry mash as they 
sometimes do of wet feed.

Prompt Action 
in Hog Cholera 
Saves Heavy Loss 

Watch for tho first hog to show 
signs of cholera, advises the United 
States Department of. Agriculture. If 
the herd Is treated immediately it-Ja 
generally possible to save the herd 
with but few losses. If the disease, 
however, is allowed to reach all the 
animals before the serum preventive 
treatment is applied heavy losses may 
be expected. Antlhog-'cholera serum 
is a preventive and not a cure for* bog 
cholera, the department points out. 
• Whenever a hog dies of an un- 
known cause the owner should watch 
his herd closely .for at least a week, 
and if any more hogs in the herd be- 
gin to .show signs of sickness a vet- 
erinarian should ho cal.led immediate- 
ly, for the chances are that hlg chol- 
era has reached the herd and pronipt 
action In applying the serum treat- 
merit is the only thing that will save 
the well animals. A high temperature 
ranging from 105 degrees to 108 de- 
grees P. in a hog that staggers when 
it walks, Is a pretty good indication 
of hog cholera. Such hogs should be 
segregated and not allowed to mingle 
with other hogs or to wander about, 
for they will spread the disease 
whereever they go, sometimes in 
places where it is impossible to disin- 
fect Hogs that die on the farm should 
be burled, or, preferably, burned, in 
order to prevent birds, insects, and 
animals that visit tho -carcass from 
spreading the disease. 

Usually the disease is most preva- 
lent during the fall months and losses 
are invariably heavy In herds where 
owners neglect to Immunize their 
hogs before the disease reaches them, 
or fall to call a veterinarian immedi- 
ately on its first appearance.

EGGS AND POULTRY PLENTIFUL, 
FORECAST FOR THIS WINTER 

This fall and winter eggs and poul- 
try will be plentiful and prices should 
be low enough to make them economi- 
cal. Just now storage houses are full 
of eggs and farmers have increased 
their flocks of poultry to an unusual 
extent. On August 1 there were «1,- 
812,248 cases of eggs in storage, 
which is about 35 percent more than 
the average at this season for the last 
three years. 

Eggs start moving out of storage in 
summer and the greatest sales of 
such eggs come in fall and early win- 
ter. As a rule, the bulk of storage 
eggs are sold before the first of Jan- 
uary, the activity of the market after 
that date depending on whether the 
weather is severe or mild enough- to 
stimulate egg production. An open 
winter practically eliminates the stor- 
age egg early in the season. But this 
year, regardless of the state of the 
weather, eggs should be available at 
very reasonable prices from the start. 

Poultry farming, both as a special- 
ty as a side issue, on other farms, has 
been one of the best paying lines of 
agricultural work during the last two 
or three years, which accounts for the 
large supplies on hand this year. 
Prices to the farmer, however, have 
now reached a low point on both eggs 
and poultry, and he is not marketing , 
poultry freely, .but Is holdlng'his birds 
for better prices or using them on the 
table at home. Poultry fattening sta- 
tions that are usually crowded at this 
season are now only about two-thirds* 
full.

the bone fragments. 

"This happened upon the occasion ol 
a visit by Secretary of War Stlrasoc 
and party In 1011, also the year fol 
lowing, when Secretary Knox and nu« 
merous parties made their. ceremonial 
trip around the Caribbean Circle/** the- 
report says. The writer whs present 
upon both occasions nnd admits, but 
not without some self-reproach, that 
he, too, bundled some of the bone 
fragments. 

"It was that fact," the report con- 
tinues, "which first suggested tlie Idea 
that it should be the concern of Pan- 
Americans, the peoples of the twenty- 
one republics occupying the territory 
Of North nnd South" America, with 
tho co-operation of Canada, »»» provide 
a suitable memorial nnd final resting 
place for Columbus In the 'Cradle of 
America,' as Santo Domingo »s called. 
Popular Move. 

"A popular move It should be, nnd 
with Its palpably popular appeal Its 
failure would constitute a reflection 
upon Pan-Amerlcn. Poor, unfortunate 
Santo Domingo cannot do It nlone, 
though thirty yours ago, nt the four 
hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America, a Junta Naclonnl wns 
duly constituted by Dominican govern- 
ment decree to erect a monument In 
the cathedral. That much wns accom- 
plished, but nt the time It was un- 
derstood tlie arrangement wns tem- 
porary.' While tho monument nt the 
cathedral Is ornate, it Is nowise com- 
mensurate with the greatness of the 
mun, nor does It constitute n fitting 
or adequate, homnge for such u world 
character." 

The report, concludes with a state- 
ment' that the project 'abandoned 'on 
account of the World war -contemplates 
the erection of a massive tomb, Its In- 
terior modeled after that at Les Inva- 
Udes, Paris, ".with Its exterior patterned 
after the lines of Grunt's tomb.

They sub- 
sist entirely on wild grasses und live 
within so lnrge an Inclosure that they 
are under. practically no restraint.

ALLIES PLAN A CONFERENCE 



Will Not Permit Russia to Be Repre- 

seated — British Public Protest 

Against War— Bonus Bill Killed 

by President's Veto — Tariff 

Measure Now Law.

WU13TUEU or not there shall he 
another great war In the Near 
Ens! . depends on Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha. The masterful leader of the 
Turkish nationalists, having expelled 
the Greeks from Asia Minor, demands 
that Constantinople be restored to Tur- 
key, that he be allowed to send troops 
across the straits to recover eastern 
Thrace from Greece, rind a conference 
to arrange for guarantees for the neu- 
trality, of the Dardanelles and the Bos- 
ptioriia he held with every country bor- 
dering on' tlie Black sea, especially 
Russia, represented. 

To this England has formally replied 
that Constantinople will not be given 
up and .tlint she will fight, alone if 
accessary, to keep the Turk from In- 
vading the neutralized zone that in- 
cludes that city and the straits. 

Kemal's forces In Anatolia arc at 
the very edge of the zone, massed at 
Tsinld and Chanak, and already encoun- 
ters between his patrols and British 
outposts are reported. England Is 
hurrying reinforcements for her land 
forces, and the entire British Atlan- 
tic fleet has been ordered to the Dar- 
danelles. The dominions have been 
asked to be ready to send troops, and 
New Zealand and Austrulln have prom- 
ised to do so if they are needed. 

It appears that in this conflict, if it 
comes, Great Britain, must stand prac- 
tically alone against the Turks so 
far., as military operations nre con- 
cerned. France and Italy have de- 
clared they will have no part In it, 
and the former has withdrawn to the 
European side her troops In the neu- 
tral zone. Greece is quite demoral- 
ized and cannot bo counted on to help 
.much. The little. entente, which Is do- 
termlned that neither Turkey nor Bul- 
garia shall got eastern Thrace, would 
be. greatly hampered In war by mutual 
Jealousies and threats of revolt In va- 
rious regions. 

Kemal's demand concerning repre- 
sentation in the pence conference met 
with a brusque reply when Marquis 
Curzon, British foreign minister, and 
Count Sforzn, Italian ambassador to 
France, met Premier Polncarc to ar- 
range for the parley. They announce 
that France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Japan, Greece, Turkey, Jugoslavia 
anil Ttumnnln would participate in the 
conference to be held in Venice or 
Rome, and Kemal's demand that 
Russia be Included was no less In- 
sistent tlinnniuit of the soviet govern- 
ment, but General Danlloff, chief of 
the Russian general staff, denied the 
current report that Russia wotdd give 
Kemal armed usslstnnce, saying the 
big soviet army In the Caucasus was 
there* to defend the frontiers and the 
Calm oil fields. "Russia has no in- 
tention of sending troops to Asia 
Minor," General Danlloff said, "nor Is 
there any truth in the rumor of Rus- 
tllon reinforcements on the Esthonlnn, 
Latvian or Polish frontiers. Russia 
does tint want fighting on nny front, 
and, besides, any military man knows 
It would be foolish to begin anything 
in September with winter Imminent." 

LLOTD GEORGE'S policy, storn and. 
uncompromising, though support- 
ed so far by most of his cabinet, may' 
have to be modified. There is Increas- 
ing protest by the press and people of 
England against Great Britain's im- 
dertaking any new war, and the oppo- 
sition of the trades' unions and in the 
rreot jnnnufncturlng centers is espe- 
cially violent. There Is a widespread 
feeling 'that the Turks really .are en- 
titled to repossess , Constantinople bo 



long as they, leave the straits free and 
unfortified. The dominions, though pa- 
triotic always, are rather cool toward 
fresh military operations; ns has been 
said, little or no help con be expect- 
ed from other allied nations, and 
Japan, according to a foreign office ofll- 
clnl In Tokyo, .will stand absolutely 
aloof. 

The British government believes its 
forces could successfully defend Con- 
stantinople and the straits without 
help, and perhaps they could. But It 
may be the Turkish offensive will not 
be confined to that Region. There are 
reports which are more than rumors 
that the Nationalists are moving on 
Irak, part of the British mandate in 
Mesopotamia, which Is ruled nomi- 
nally by Emir FelsaV. Uprisings .In 
that region are said to be becoming 
general, and the word came from, an 
Anatolian news agency that the Brit- 
ish garrisons had been worsted In sev- 
eral encounters with tribesmen and 
that Mosul was about to he evocu- 
nted. It Is not unlikely that these 
reports are exaggerated, but the dan- 
ger there is real, and Is but a part of 
the threat of a 'holy war against 
Christendom. The trend toward this 
Is especially strong In India, where Im- 
mense throngs of Moslems gathered to 
rejoice over the victory of Kemal 
Pasha. In Calcutta speakers bitterly 
denounced the British policy In the 
Near East and asserted that seven mil- 
lion Moslems In India are being 
angered to the point of rising en masse 
to fight against the British for their 
legitimate aspirations. The central 
Khalifat committee of India sent a 
cablegram to London saying: 

"By their support of the Greek mili- 
tary adventure the British government 
has broken faith with India and the 
Moslem world. If England goes to war 
with Turkey now she will never be 
able to regain her prestige In India."

men will continue the agitation for i 
bonus. 



IN -THE presence of Representntlvi 
Fordney and Senator McCumber 
the President on .Thursday slgaed th« 
tariff bill which bears.thelr names, au< 
It became' effective at midnight. Vast 
quantities of imported merchandise j 
were -withdrawn from government 
warehouses just before the new ratei 
went Into effect, and vessels hurried 
Into port to discharge their cargoes 
Chairman Marvin of the tariff com- 
mission Informed the. President thai 
his forces would have to be tripled ir 
size because of the duties devolving 
on the commission through the opera- 
tion of tlie so-called flexible and sclen 
tlflc provisions of the new law. 

Mr. Harding also signed the Copper 
Tlnclier act providing for regulation ol 
trading in futures on grain exchanges 



THROUGHOUT the struggle In Asia 
Minor the representatives of Amer- 
ica, lead by Rear Admiral Bristol, 
commissioner at Constantinople, and 
George Horton, consul general ' at 
Smyrna, have been chiefly concerned 
In the rescue of their nationals^ and 
the relief of the refugees. In this 
task they have been notably success- 
ful, and Mr. Horton bears witness to 
the bravery and unselfish devotion of 
the members of the American colony 
In Smyrna. Even the American women 
teachers in the Y. W. C. A. girls' 
school refused to leave their posts 
until driven away by the flames. 



TJAVING accomplished what the Re 
•*^*~ publican leaders culled greal 
achievements In legislation and econ- 
omy and what their Democratic rivals 
described as nothing, or worse thai 
notldng, congress wound up its long 
session on Friday and adjourned. The 
spokesmen for the majority especially 
stressed the fact that the national ex- 
penditure Is being reduced at the rate 
of $1,000,000,000 a year. They added 
that In three years tlie public debt 
has been reduced as much as It was 
reduced In fifty years following the 
Civil war. Senator Harrison, Demo- 
crat, said the record of congress was 
"a terrible thing to take back to the 
people." 



NO BONDS for the American, sol- 
diers and sailors of the World 
war — at least, none unless congress at 
the session beginning In December, 
passes a satisfactory bill. The meas- 
ure which went through the house Inst 
March and through tlie senate on Aug- 
ust 31 was vetoed last Tuesday by 
President Harding. Next day the house 
overrode the veto by a vote o'f 258 to 
5-1, but a few hours later tlie senate 
upheld the action of the President, the 
proponents of the bill being able to 
muster only 44 votes, four short of the 
required two-thirds majority. Twenty- 
eight senators voted against the meas- 
ure tills time, seven of them being 
Democrats. One of these was Senator 
Williams of Mississippi, and he could 
not resist the opportunity to exercise 
ills caustic wit. "I'm just a plain 
dhmn fool Mississippi Democrat" said 
he, "but I'm going to- support n Repub- 
lican President In this veto because 
he Is right. The only wonder is tlint 
a Republican President could get so 
right." 

President Harding In his veto mes- 
sage said that, while he was "in ac-, 
cord with, the avowed purpose of the 
bill to give expression of a nation's 
gratitude to those who served In Its 
defense in the World war," he was 
constrained to return It without his 
npproval for two reasons : 

First, because It failed to provide 
the revenue to defray its expense, 

Second, because, lie said, "It estab- 
lishes the very dangerous precedent 
of creating n treasury covenant to pay 
which puts a burden variously esti- 
mated between $4,000,000,000 and 
$5,000,000,000, upon the American peo- 
ple,' not to dlschnrgo nn obligation, 
which the government always must 
pay, but to bestow a bonus which tlie 
soldiers themselves, while servlag in 
tho' World war, did not expect." 

Of such a way of rewarding patriotic 
service he 'said further: "A peace be- 
stowal on the ex-service men,, as 



CONGRESSMAN OSCAR KELLER 
of Minnesota sustained a severe 
jolt last week. He was the author ol 
the resolution for the Impeachment ol 
Attorney General Daugherty, based on 
his obtaining the famous Injunction 
against tlie striking railway shopmen, 
and also on his nlleged failure to en- 
force tlie anti-trust laws. Mr. Kellei 
had prepared his. case and had induced 
Samuel Untcrmyer * to present it be- 
fore the house judiciary committee. 
Then that committee calmly and cold- 
bloodedly postponed the hearing until 
next December.

The execu- 
tive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has tet aside October 
1 as "Impeachment dny" for demon- 
strations against Mr. Daugherty and 
Judge Wllkerson, who granted the in- 
junction. 



AFTER 22 days of furious labor, the 
' rescue crews at Jackson, Cal., 
reached the level of the gold mine in 
which 47 miners had been entombed 
by a lire, only to find that every one 
of them was dead. It was evident 
that they had succumbed to poisonous 
gases within a few hours. 




THE League of Nations in session 
at Geneva devoted a lot of time to 
discussing naval disarmament without 
getting nny where. The lengue as- 
sembly unanimously voted nungary a 
member and It was believed Germany 
would ba admitted soon. General ap- 
proval was given to tho manner In 
which the mandates for the former 
German colonies have been exercised, 
including the phosphate monopoly on 
the island of Nam, which was ques- 
tioned by tho United Stntes. The Bo- 
livian delegate Informed the assembly 
that "grave difficulties" menaced the 
relations between Bolivia and Chile 
unless the mediation of a friendly 
power or the arbitration of the league 
can bo obtained.

The long-awaited autobiography of Germany's 
deposed emperor will be published in The Chicago 
Daily News, beginning Tuesday, September 26, 
continuing in daily installments until completed 

The story is well told, and will command the 
attention of readers everywhere. Many of the 
author's, opinions and statements are fantastic from 
the American 1 point of view, but interest in the 
narrative is increased, rather than lessened, by this 
fact. Old controversies are sure to be revived, old 
discussions renewed, by the former kaiser's defense 
of Germany and his attacks on the leaders of other 
nations. For instance, he takes seriously the old 
absurd catfard about a secret treaty against 
Germany and Austria, in 1897, by the United 
States, Great Britain and France. This is only one 
of his declarations that will amaze-=-and amuse= 
the American reader. 

Beginning with a chapter on Bismarck, the ex-emperor 
traces history through four decades. In a general- way the story 
is chronological, although in the opening chapters the writer 
often diverges into events long past, or into the remote future. 
But from the time he reaches the period immediately preced- 
ing the world war the story moves in rapid action and is in 
many respects informative, notwithstanding the author's preju- 
dice, eccentricity, and, in many instances, his surprising misin- 
formation. 

It is a story of absorbing interest to the reader of history 
and of current events alike, and is bound to create a world of 
discussion. It deals not only with the direct events of the 
war, but covers a mass of most important collateral matter 
intimately or remotely related to the war.
